Coroner’s Jury Returns 
Verdict of Criminal Care- 
lessness Against Head. of 
Arson Squad. 


A verdict of criminal careless- 
ness against Detective Lieutenant 
William C. Murphy, head of, the 
arson squad, was returned by & 
Coroner's jury today after a long 
inquest into the fatal accident Sun- 
day night when Miss Hattie Pirkey, 
20 years old, was run down and 
Aatally injured by Murphy’s aute- 
mobile at Page boulevard and 
Marcus avenue. 

The verdict ordered Murphy 
held for the grand jury but did 
not comment on the question of 
his sobriety, which was the main 
point in the examination of wit- 
nesses. He was released under 
$5000 bond. 

Since the inquest started yester- 
day, four witnesses have testified 
that Murphy appeared to have 
béen drinking, while others have 
expressed doubt or 
absolutely sober. Murphy on the 
stand declared he was suddenly 
blinded by headlights from an ap- 
proaching automibile and did not 
see the woman he hit. He denied 
he had drank anything. 

The first witness today, Gordon 
Messmer, 14-year-old Boy Scout, 
of 4670A Easton avenue, testified 
he smelled liquor on Lieut. Mur- 
phy’s breath immediately after the 
accident. “His eyes were large 
and he had the appearance of a 
man who had had something to 
drink,” the boy declared. “He 
couldn't talk smooth and was sort 
of jumpy-like.”’ 

Woman's Testimony. 

Mrs. Addie Gillespie, 1402 
Marcus avenue, who was crossing 
Page boulevard with her daughter 
and son-in-law, said she saw Lieut. 
Murphy's car coming west in the 
car track toward the crossing where 
Miss Pirkey and her nurse were 
walking.

Employ- 
ers and employes would be divided 
equally on the labor boards, with 
ino place for the public. Appeals 
could be taken to the board of cor® 
ciliation where the railroads, em- 
ployes and public each have three 
representatives. The law is absurd 
in that both employers and em 
ployes must approve before an ap 
peal is taken, Jonah declared.

| The President favors March 1. 
1926, as the effective date of the 
exclusion provision, and he is hope- 
ful that at least a delay of a few

It was the 1926 date which Mr. 
Coolidge suggested to the conferees, 
and he manifestly was disappinted 
at the agreement of the conference 
committee on July 1 of this year, 
which was the date carried in the 
bill as it passed the House. Under 
the Senate bill, the provision would 
have become effective immediately. 

Sermte Situation Doubtful. 

A considerable group of Repub- 
lican House leaders may follow 
the President's lead in opposing 
the conference report, but in tne 
Senate the situation is more doubt- 
ful.

The publication, which has found 
Sta way into many offices, in some 
dnstances mysteriously, asserts that 
it bares “records of national Sen- 
ators and Representatives on non- 
Partisan moral issues of vital inter- 
est to Protestant voters.” 

The booklet is a complete con- 
fressional directory. Its general 
plan may be surmised from the 
#ircumstance that, in the sketches, 
Genator Mayfield of Texas is a 
“miljtant patriot’ and Represent- 
ative Upshaw of Georgia an ‘‘emi- 
Nent patriot,” while those who 
Voted against prohibition or who 
have opposed the Ku Klux Klan 
gre presented as being subject to 
Ywet and papal influence.” 

The name of Senator Underwood 
of Alabama heads the list in this 
pamphiet. His biography, as 
printed, reads: 

» “Oscar W. Underwooa ‘Dem.), 
Episcopalian, Mason (33rd degree 
Shriner). Voted agafnst prohibi- 
tion, against woman suffrage, 
@gainst Volstead Act. Did not 
vote on the Borah Irish resolution. 
Bitterly denounced Ku Klux Klan 
in course of campaign for Demo- 
eratic presidential nomination. 
Withdrew stock held in the Fel- 
lowship Forum, patriotic newspa- 
per, following protest by Our Sun- 
Gay Visitor, Roman Catholic prop- 
@ganda organ. Candidacy chiefly 
favored by wet and papal influ- 
ences.” :

Put pork, onions, carrots 
and potatoes in kettle and cover 
with bolling water. All the vege- 
tables should be cut in small 
pieces. Cook until vegetables are 
tender. Mix three tablespoons of 
flour with one-half cup of thé cold 
milk and atir in the tiquid in the 
pot to thicken it. Add the reat of 
the milk and the fish which has 
been removed from the bone, and 
cut up. Cook yntil the fish is ten- 
der, which will requiré about 106 
minutes. Serve hot. You can omit 
salt pork and use a tablespoon of 
other fat if preferred. Salt codfish 
or smoked fish, rabbit, fowl, or any 
mé@at may be used instead of fresh 
fish. Any desired vegetables may 
be used in place of carrots. If salt 
fish is used it should be smoked 
first.
